FIELD  TRIP  REPORTS 

Mt.  Diablo.  On  Saturday,  May  18,  about  37  members  and  guests  met 
at  the  South  Gate  (Danville)  entrance  to  Mt.  Diablo  State  Park.  The 
weather  at  7 a.m.  was  cool  but  clear  and  the  chaparral-covered  slopes  be- 
low the  road  proved  to  be  productive  of  the  speeies  we  sought.  Black- 
chinned,  Rufous-crowned  and  Sage  Sparrows  were  observed,  as  well  as 
Lazuli  Buntings.  Warblers  were  scarce  in  comparison  with  other  years 
due  probably  to  the  advanced  season.  A considerable  number  of  common 
summer  resident  species  were  seen  and  heard,  including  BLue-gray  Gnat- 
catcher.— HARRY  and  BETTY  ADAMSON,  Leaders. 

Yosemite  National  Park,  Memorial  Day  weekend  led  by  Ted  Ghandik, 
Larry  Gurl  and  Warren  Larson.  We  were  favored  by  excellent  weather, 
and  the  birds— from  Galliope  Humingbird  to  the  Great  Gray  Owl— were 
accommodating.  (The  owl,  unfortunately,  was  missed  by  those  who  left 
the  Peregoy  meadows  early  on  Saturday.)  It  was  sitting  five  feet  oflF  the 
ground  on  a tree  by  the  road  to  the  Valley.  Over  20  pictures  were  taken. 

South  Peninsula  Coast,  June  29— often  referred  to  as  the  Grasshopper 
Sparrow  field  trip  because  the  bird  is  so  local  and  elusive.  The  leader, 
Ted  Ghandik,  again  managed  to  nail  it  down  for  tlie  50  or  more  Audubon- 
ites  who  attended  the  trip.  Pigeon  Guillemots,  summering  loons  and  scoters 
were  observed  at  the  Princeton  Pier.  In  the  afternoon  we  looked  in  vain 
for  nesting  Black  Swifts.  The  area  seemed  to  be  disturbed  with  cliffclimb- 
ing people. 

California  Alpine  Lodge,  Echo  Summit,  July  13-14.  Pat  Triggs,  the 
leader,  became  ill  at  the  last  moment.  With  the  help  of  her  instructions  by 
telephone  I was  able  to  guide  the  group  over  the  weekend.  We  were  fav- 
ored by  fine  weather  and  many  singing  birds.  On  Saturday  morning  we 
took  a boat  across  Echo  Lake  and  hiked  from  there  to  Tamarack  Lake 
and  were  accompanied  en  route  by  a male  singing  Pine  Grosbeak.  Mount- 
ain Bluebirds,  Townsend’s  Solitaries,  Clark’s  Nutcracker,  and  a Rock  Wren, 
singing  from  the  tip  of  a tree,  joined  us  for  lunch  by  the  lake.  Returning  to 
the  lodge  in  the  afternoon  we  were  greeted  by  a family  of  Yellow-bellied 
Marmots  who  were  frolicking  on  the  rocks  20  feet  away.  Sunday  morning 
we  hiked  to  nearby  Bendwood  Meadow  where  we  had  a fine  view  of  a 
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pair  of  Williamson’s  Sapsuckers.  Birds  were  abundant  around  the  lodge 
and  ineluded  Blue  Grouse  and  Mountain  Quail.  From  the  beginning  to  the 
end  of  a perfect  birding  day  we  thank  Echo  Summit  Lodge  hostesses,  Mrs.
